Two were: drowned im a house: into which the flood caused by ‘the 


torrents of rain rushed, breaking in the door and overwhelming the inmates. 
Nzw_ Lonx, May &—The town of Stafford, in Kansas, has been wrecked by a violent 


cyclone. Hardly a house remains standing. Three persons were killed by the falling 


timber work, and thirty were injured.— Immense damage has been done in Iowa, Dakota 
and Minnesota by the ‘high winds, which have not only destroyed crops, but have 
damaged buildings. Forest fires are sweeping through Michigan. Whole villages have 
already been) destroyed. and hundreds of families have been rendered homeless. It is 
feared that greater suffering ia in store for the inhabitants, as it will take some time to 
arrest the progress of the flames. , 

Prscxizr, II., April 19.—A hurricane passed through this village last night, unroof- 
ing many buildings, and tearing up the sidewalks and trees in a path about 100 feet wide. 
No one was severely injured. 

The terrible outbreak of measles which raged with such virnlence throughout the Staf- 
fordshire Potteries some three months ago, is now of a more alarming character than 


ever, no fewer than 250 cases being reported in Henley alone, whilst in one small district 


of that borough 182 new cases have broken out in the past month, resulting in seventeen 
deaths. hoon even more than the fatal choleee 
of 1849. 

Apel 2%—Heslth Commissioner Stuart, of this city, has received a 
dispatch from Surgeon-General Hamilton, of the Marine Hospital Service, United States 
Navy, notifying him that at Santos and No- the two ports from which the coffee im- 
porters of this city receive almost all their coffee—the yellow fever is raging with greater 
violence than ever before. The doctors of Rio have become so much alarmed at the 
prospective loss of the commerce of the country that they now call the disease “‘ scoesso 
permissioso,” hoping the new name will allay the fears of proposed tourist At the time 
of the last report from Rio there had been 186 deaths from yellow fever in four day. 

Some extraordinary intelligence has come to hand in connection with the recent death 
of the Negus of Abyssinia and King Menelik’s march on Gondar. It is assetted that on 
the second day of the great battle the Negus, in a paroxysm of rage, ordered 2,000 cap- 
tive dervishes to be beheaded in his presence. Next day he was mortally wounded, and 
his followers took to flight, leaving, it is alleged, 30,000 dead upon the field. 

BERLIN, May 10.— A telegram from Bochun states that another sanguinary encounter 
between the military and a crowd consisting of coal miners on strike and people sym- 
pathizing with the movement occurred last night. Tha thelr weapons with 
fatal effect, two pervons being killed and several others injnred. _

UNBELIEF. 
Tun times in which we are living are certainly peculiar. It is evident that 
Satan has obtained great power over the minds and hearts of mankind, and 
his wrath is kindled to excess against the people of God because he knows 
that bis remaining time is short Facts in the experience of many of the 
Saints constrain them to confess that at no former period of. their lives have 
they found so much difficulty to maintain their integrity in the Gospel in- 
violate. This fact may not be very encouraging, but it is one nevertheless. 
which should receive a proper share of our attention. It is of sufficient im- 
portance to strike a note of warning to all, for if the obstacles to a godly life 
are increasing, our fall must be made correspondingly easy. This circum- 
stance, however, should not be allowed to daunt our courage nor to diminish 
our faith. It ought to serve only as an incentive to increased diligence in 
keeping the commandments of God. Our vigilance should n 
the activity of the enemy. | 

But though this desirable result to be obtained, it is dee: 
regret that facts too often indicate the contrary. Some of the Saints are 
being possessed of the spirit of infidelity, which seems to be flooding the 
world like a deluge, and are suffering a consequent loss of power and ability 
to withstand the assaults of the enemy, Undelief in any and every form 
when it has respect to the principles of the Gospel of Jesus Christ isa deadly 
evil, and the most energetic measures should be taken to eradicate it, Every 
one should subject himself or herself frequently to the most searching scra- 
tiny, to ascertain if his or her. heart is in full accord and sympathy with the 
vovented teuth; 
the Almighty. 

Unbelief is a monstrous sin. It discredits God on the one hand, and con: 
fides in the devil on the other. It does not deny revelation as many vainly 
imagine, but simply refuses what comes from God, and in lieu thereof accepts 
the blighting inspirations of the evil one. It is the piquet of apostasy—the 
pioneer clearing the way for the devil’s troop—the traitor that betrays the 
citadel of the heart to the foe. If there is a principle of unbelief harbored by 
us, our hearts and affections must consequently be divided, and. we are liable 
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to realize the doom which Christ said was impending over the divided house. 

. Unbelief is suicidal in ita nature. It adds to the strength of the foe just 
what it diminishes from our own. It never is a neutral principle, but always 
espouses the cause of death and hell against us. It is the devil’s thong with 
which we bind ourselves for the slaughter. Wherever it exists to any con- 
siderable extent, the fight of faith is hard and very doubtful, if we may not 
say defeat is almost certain. The issue could scarcely be otherwise with sach 
odds against us. To illustrate the disproportion of forces under such circum- 
stances, let us suppose two generals meet to do battle, each with twenty 
thousand men; now, if five thousand troops from one of the armies desert to 
the enemy and take up arms against their former friends, the opposing forces 
stand twenty-five thousand against fifteen. When numbers are so dispro- 
portionate, there is little hope that the weaker shall win the day. Unbelief 
disqualifies us in like manner and at a similar ratio for the struggle for eter- 
nal life which we have undertaken. The foe who is opposing our purpose 
cannot be conquered without adequate power, and it is folly for us to close 
our eyes to the fact that the only source of this is faith. Power resides no- 
where else. Without this principle the Almighty would lose His omnipo- 
tence. Since faith then is power, unbelief must be weakness, and the mea- 
sure of our infidelity or unbelief is the gauge of our helplessness. 

No one can be strong himself in unbelief, nor can he be made so while it 
exists in his heart. By it we shut out the proffered aid of heaven, for infi- 
delity is found only in the devil’s dominion, and the graces of salvation are 
not manifested there. As faith ia competent to bind the powers of evil, so 
unbelief raises barriers in the soul which God Himself will not pass. He has 
no fellowship with Satan or his principles and deeds. Of Christ Himself it 
is written that He could do no mighty works in His own country because of 
unbelief. Thus it stays all progress, blights all hope, withers all prospecta, 
cankers the soul, thrives on death, and leads to hell. It is the foe of man and 
the enemy of God. It severs communion with heaven, grieves away the Holy 
Spirit, dishonors God, and quenches the fountains of religious life It 
degrades man and enthrones the devil. It makes strong men weak, and weak 
men an easy prey to the destroyer. It is the poisonous serpent in our bosom 
which we allow to warm into life, only to be put to death ourselves by its 
deadly sting and venom. 

Unbelief may be said to spring up almost spontaneously in the human 
heart, and is nourished without labor. Weeds grow where the corn is un- 
tilled, and thus it is with infidelity. It is the outgrowth of indifference, and 
follows after it as naturally as poverty succeeds idleness. Unbelief's oppor- 
tunity has arrived just when we cease to guard and cultivate our faith. It 
never allows a single chance to pass unimproved, and the Saint who sleeps 
at his post is endangered. There is but one antidote against it, and that is 
faith, This is of slower growth, a plant that is tender, and scarcely acclima- 
tized yet to this world. Somewhere and sometime we hope to find it more 
_ hardy and vigorous, but here and now eternal vigilance and unceasing care are 
the price we must pay for its life and fruita When we cease to labor for its 
growth and perpetuity, we rust and die in the embrace of unbelief. 


This principle is, we fear, more prevalent in our hearts, and more universal 


| 
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than many of us are willing to confess. If we test ourselves by the standard 
which the Apostle Paul offers us, we may readily ascertain our condition. 
The ancient Jews, he says, whom God delivered from Egypt, but who died in 
the wilderness because of their unbelief afford an example of warning (Heb. 
iv., 11) An instance of the unbelief of that people is recorded in Rx. xiv., 
11, 12, as follows: And they said unto Moses, Because there were no graves. 
in Egypt, hast thou taken us away to die in the wilderness? Wherefore bast 
thou dealt thus with us, to carry us forth out of Egypt? Is not this the word 
that we did tell thee in Egypt, saying, Let us alone, that we may serve the 
Egyptians? For it had been better for us to serve the 1 than that 
we should die in the wilderness.” 

The position of the Israelites on the occasion when these words were spoken 
was apparently perilous. The Red Sea was before them, impassable barriers 
on the right and left, while the pursuing army of Pharaoh pressed close upon 
the rear. To all buman appearances death stared the fleeing multitude in 
the face, and unable to restrain their emotions they broke forth into accusa- 
tions against Moses, the servant of God. A short time previous to this vccur- 
rence the Lord had made known to Israel that the day bad come for their 
deliverance from Egypt, and when they should enter into the inheritance 
which had been promised to their forefathers. Up to that moment there was 
not one of the vast bost who could truthfully charge God with having failed 
in the performance of any part or portion of the covenant obligutions He had 
entered into with Israel. Those very people had just witnessed the most 
astonishing displays of omnipotent power exerted in their bebalf. Yet, at 
the first appearance of new danger, their confidence in God vanished, and 
they sank trembling in unbelief and belpless as children. They would gladly 
ba ve exchanged their present freedom, their prospects for nationality, wealth, 
and power, the covenants and promises of the Almighty, and the special favor 
of God, for the degradation of their former condition of abject slavery, for 
the misery and woe of inhuman oppression that they might have the poor 
privilege of lengthening out their wretched lives, and at lust in a mockery of 
peace of laying their bodies away in unhonored graves. 

The exchange which Israel thus desired was more discreditable than Esau's 
sale of his birtbright for a mess of pottage. Such were the effects of unbelief. 
Withering, degrading, damning in all its influences. We thus see that if it is 
allowed to enter at all largely into the hearts of the Saints of the Must High, 
it will make them the tools of their own ruin; it will transform the free-born 
sons of God into cringing and willing slaves. It is the trap-door of death 
and hell, and he who stands upon it may find it spring upon himself at an 
unexpected moment. 

Let us take heed that none of us fall after the example of unbelief which 
ancient Israel offers in the historical fact already considered. We, as the 
people of God, have been delivered from the spiritual bond»ge of the world 
with signs and wonders following, and in the demonstration of the power of 
Jehovah. He has set our faces towards the promised lund. He has entered 
into a covenant with us, and His word is pledged for our redemption. A 
world rises. against us on all sides to oppose the consummation of God's pur- 
poses concerning us. At times we have been brought isto difficult straits 
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from which deliverance was apparently as impossible as the escape of ancient 
Israel from their foes at the Red Sea. In that time of proving how did we 
stand? Did we harbor the thought that our separation from the world was a 
mistake, that the lines of distinction were too clearly marked, that the welfare 
of the Saints could be enbanced by a partial compromise? Did we remember 
with sadness the flesh-pote of the world? Did we think our former service 
was not so grievous after all? Did we unfavorably contrast our present appa- 
rently dark prospects. with those of the world from which we have fled, and 
feel that if we could once more enjoy its illusive peace our souls would be 
content? Were we willing to barter away a single promise of the Almighty 
for the favor of men? Did our hearts discredit Him as the hireling who flees 
at the approach of danger? Dared our rebelious hearts prompt the thought 
that in the darkest bours of Israel's distress the Almighty would fail to succor 
His people, that in the crises of their dunger He would prove a traitor to His 
own cause, and false to His covenants? If these, or any such reflections as 
these, occupied our thoughts, what advantage bave we over the unbelieving 
Jews at whose infidelity we are wont to wonder? If our faith has faltered; 
let us take warning from the example of that people whose carcasses fell in 
the wilderness, and whose — were not even permitted to look upon the 
promised land. 

But not only did Israel think that the foes’ whom they had left behind 
them were too strong to be successfully resisted; but they also finally came 
to the conclusion, almost universally, that the task of conquering the enemy 
before them could not be accomplished. When the spies returned from the 
land of promise, and the unbelieving portion of them spread false reports of 
the difficulties which they supposed made it impossible for Israel to enter 
into possession of their promised inheritance, all the congregation, with few 
exceptions, murmured against Moses and against Aaron. They purposed 
also to make a captain unto themselves and return again to the land of Egypt. 
So are the Saints of this age tempted to believe that the work before them is 
too great for their strength. Some, we fear, are yielding under the pressure. 
They. fail to emulate the faith of Caleb and Joshua, and because of their 
unbelief would fain return again to the land of Egypt—resume their old 
servile state—feed on the husks that swine do eat—and build up the king- 
dom and power of their oppressors. 

Such are the results of unbelief, and they should be brought into 
remembrance by the Saints more constantly than they are. We need not 
spend less time in considering the blessings which flow from faith, but we 
might profitably occupy more in thinking of the evils of unbelief. If our 
limba are strong and comely, we will appreciate them more after a visit 
to a hospital, where the halt and the maimed, the lame and the deformed 
are congregated. So, too, a view of the weak, sickly, deformed victims of 
unbelief will cause us to prize more highly the priceless gift of faith. 

If we are wise, as we should be, we will pursue the same course with 
respect to the plagne of ‘unbelief which is now afflicting the world, that 
we always do when a deadly pestilence is abroad in the land. The more 
virulent it becomes, and the more likely we are to be attacked by it, just so 
much greater are the precautions taken by us to escape. From the deadly 
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sin of unbelief we should flee as from a pestilence of death. There. is no 
remedy for it but faith. This we receive from God, and may strengthen 
by the universal law of development, namely, exercise... To tempt us to 
the experiment of increasing it, all things are propitious. As trials are 
necessary for this, we have them; as triumphs are needed, too, they abound
